Favors Lower Fines 


In Parking Law 


-The citv police commission held" its 


first business meeting since reorgani- 
zation in the office of Mayor hood- 
ing in the 
Municipal building this 


morning. 
Several 
matters 
were 


b-ought to the attention of the com- 
mission among these being the sever- 
ity of punishment provided by the 
traffic ordinance for violating the city 
parkine ordinance.

SI 1.50 by any convicted person is too 
severe and a 
recommendation 
was 


adopted asking the council to amend 
the ordinance lowerine the penalty, 
making it from ?1 to §50.

device be installed -whereby officers 
can be recalled hastily to the court- 
house in an emergency.

Dr. Taylor was present at today's 


meeting and expressed the belief that 
a manual should be secured for the 
police department in order that they 
may be fully conversant with their 
rights to taking the initiative in cases 
of violent death.
